Per- 
haps the fine Bach-Abert Prelude, 
Chorale, and Fugue which preceded it 
had a sobering influence, but there 
was more of a tendency to let the 
notes speak for themselves, less of a 
one to indulge in wayward fancies. 
Later on the pregram came Ravel's 
“The Waltz,” Mendelssohn's Scherzo 
from the music of “A Midsummer 
Night’s Dream,” and Rimsky-Korsak.- 
off's “ Capriccio Espagnol.”
